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UC Berkeley Response 
to Task Force Findings 


The University of California's response to the report released 
by the AsSian American Task Force on University Admissions could 
be seen from two different perspectives: what the Unliversity puts 
down in writing and what actually has been happening in terms of 
Asian American admissions at the Berkeley campis. 

Not surprisingly the written TeSponse denied the Task Force'S 
charges that the unexpected sharp and disproportional decline 1 
the number of newly enrolled Asian American undergrIaduates in 
Eall 1984 was the result of some arbitrary policy changes and that 
these policy changes were made without justification and adequate 
input from the affected group，namely Asian American. It also 
characterijstically chose to deflect the focus of attention on isSue 
by highlighting some clerical errors and mathematical 
miscalculations amon8g the 31 pages of statistics in the 80-page 
Task Force Report，none of which appear to have any direct 
bearing on the main findings of the Task Force. Simlilarly the 
long list of on going University Services provided for all its 
students has little or no relevance to the main isSues of admissions 
and decision-making process。， As for the 12 recommendations of 
the Task Force, the UC administration was non-committal. 

AS far as the Asian American community is concerned，the 
sharp decline did take place in Fall 1984，But the most Important 
information disclosed 1last week by the University was the fact 
that in Fall 198$ about 26% -of ' the entering freshmen， 
approximately 1,030，will be Asian American， This figure 1s 
definitely more in line with Asian demographic and enrollment 
trends on the one hand and Asian UC eligibility and application 
rates on the other hand，Had this pattern persisted in FEall 1984 
we are certain the Study by the Task Force would not have been 
neceSSary。 

We will continue to monitor the Fall admissionSs as moOre 
detailed figures are made available by the University.， In the 
mean time it is fair to conclude that the Task Force has performed 
a valuable service to the community by making both the 
community and the University more aware of what are at Stake 
and what must be done to protect the rights of Asian Americans. 


Getting Away with Murder 


The ITV documentary,“"Getting Away with Murdcr,"”aired 1ast 
week by KKQED-TV，reminded us once again how indifferent the 
Reagan Administration has been when it comes to the protection 
of the constitutional rights of Chinese Americans and how the 
administration'"s tolerance of illegal activities in the US has 
brought about one dilsaster after another. 

Almost a year has gone by Since the brutal asSassination Of 
Chinese Amerlican journalist Henry Liu in Daly City，California. 
The Suspects and Some of the key co-conspirators，high-level 
Taiwan government officials， have been identified by both 
Amerlican and Taiwanese law enforcement agencies and two 
underworld figures and three high ranking military officers have 
been convicted by well orchestrated courts of Taiwan. 

But the truth behind the murder case remains elusive and 
American law enforcement agencies and courts continue to have no 
access OT means to bring the Suspects and their co-conSpirators to 
justice，Congressional decmand for extradition has fallen on a deaf 
ear in Taiwan. In the meantime，the Reagan Administration has 
Temained silent and. has refused to take appropriate diplomatic 
and legal steps Or Sanctions against these international terrorists 
and against the government that harbors these terrorists，Ihe TV 
documentary makes jlt very clear that the killing of Henry Liu is 
part and parcel of Taliwan 8overnment's On-going Spy activities 
alimed not only at the Chinese in the US but also at the US 
8g8overnment jitself. Yet our government continues to put up with 
illegal acts _ committed by what President Reagan affectionately 
called， "our old friends in Taiwan.” What the Taiwan government 
did to the Nixon，Ford，and Carter Administrations - Such as 
Subverting the normalizing US-China relations，stealing navy 
torpedos and top-Secret war plans - were Tepeatedly tolerated and 
kept undercovers. Complaints of harrassment and intimidation of 
Chinese Americans were ignored or dismissed，No public protest or 
warning was given to the Taiwan government; no punishment has 
ever been imposed on the Taiwan government. The American 
message t0 the Jaiwan government became clear: the big brother 
is willing to put up with anything，including murders of her | 
Citizens. 

"Getting Away with Murder" is therefore a timely and forcefuil 

Teminder that as Chinese Americans we must not forget abonut 
what happened to Henry Liu and the importance of obtaining ， 
justice for him; because，obtaining justice for Liu is in fact the 
Surest guarantee for our constitutional Tights， It is also a 
bowerful indictment of the Reagan Administration'"s policy of 
"constructive engagement”"” and "quiet diplomacy"” widely used in 
Such friendly，but repressive countries like South Africa，Taiwan， 
Chile, and the Philippines. 
We commend 人 KQED-TV for producing the documentary and for 
a job well done. JIt is a program to be scen and understood by all 
Chinese Americans and by our elected officials，including 
President Reagan.

Newcomer High School 


Celebrates Career Day

SAN FRANCISCO - High on 
the wall in a classroom at 
Newcomer High School is a Sign 
which reads，"A man who knows 


two languages 1s worth two 
men.” 
That Summarizes the idea 


behind Newcomer High，which 
was _ established in August 1979 
to provide bilingual education to 
immigrant teenagers with 1i- 
mited English ability and ease 
them into a_ regular high School 
within one year. For the past 
SixX years，the School has excelled 
not only in teaching English as a 
Second Language，but in pro- 
Viding newcomer orientation to 
explain American 1lifestyles and 
minimize culture Shock. 


CAREERS UNLIMIIED 


On July 30，the school went 
one step farther in helping 
newcomers adjust to 1life in 
America，by presenting its first 
"Career Day.” School officials 
jnvited more than 20 different 
types of professionals，ranging 
from doctors to janitors， to 
spend a day at the school at 
2340 Jackson Street and explain 
their jobs to the 3$00 students. 

"TI think it will help them a 1lot 
in building their awareness 1n 
Selecting 3a_ career，bpblanning， 
building their employment Skills， 
and interviewing for jobs,”saild 
Margaret Lee-Lo，the Chinese 
counselor. "Because most of 
them don'"t really know what 
they want. Sometimes their 
Carearsa arecadecideda by the 开 
parents，by their government，by 
their family.， In America，they 
can decide for themselves." 

Ths most common native lan- 
guage of the students is Chinese 


(0 percent)， followed by 
Spanlsh，Vietnamese，Tagalog， 
and Cambodian. The students 
now in attendance come from 32 
countries， During the summer， 
attendance is voluntary and the 
School becomes known as the 
English Language Institute of 
Newcomer High School. 
However，the Student population 
is only slightly smaller than 
during the regular School year. 

Pedro Pastrano，the principal 
and head teacher for the Sum- 
meI session，Salid that when he 
and his colleagues wrote the 
Proposal for a career day，"we 
discovered that the dropout rate 
was _ high among refugeegs. In 
New York City，Hispanics have 
a dropout rate of 81 percent. 
It"s probably very high for other 
minorities...SoO we found that if 
the Students had some sense of 
direction，the dropout rate was 
lo0wer

CHOOSE ANY THREE 


The day before the event，all 
students were asked to choose 
three careers that interested 
them，On Career Day, they first 
attended an'introductory session 
on career planning，then went to 
the classrooms set aside for the 
various careers. The pro- 
fessionals who volunteered their 
Servlices included a policeman，a 
firefighter，a computer exXpert，a 
Social worker，a banker，a nurse， 
and a_ store manager. Some of 
the workshops were taught in 
the various foreign languages. 

One of the most-requested 
sessions was that on accounting. 
"A lot of people think that you 
have to be strong in numbers," 
Roland Lowe，a_ certified pub- 
lic .accountant，told the class. 
"But Success in accounting is to 
have Strong communicating skills 
-- Speaking and writing. That's 
why a lot of Asians don't make 
it in big accounting firms，They 
have a weakness in people Skills. 
"I try to tell students that they 
Should participate in class， If 
they make a mistake，it doesn't 
count，But out in the world，if 
they make a communicative 
mistake，it can cost them a job." 


SIRENGTH IN NUMBERS 


According to Michael Shapiro， 
the Spanish-language counselor， 
the Chinese students are often 
better prepared in mathematics. 
Asked about the high droponut 
rate among Hispanics，he Said，

Provides Superb 
Character Study

What makes "River Withonut 


Buoys”" one of the best films in 


recent years from China is that 
astrong character Study coexists 
beautifully with an equally- 
powerful expose of the abuses of 
theCultural Revolution. 
Because the audience becomes 
involved with the 1lives of the 
three men trying :to eke out a 
living on a raft floating down 
the Pushui River near Xi"an, the 
political message of the film is 
driven home affectingly. 
Many of the films. from China 
dealing with the Cultural 
Revolution have concentrated on 
the_educated class、 What _this 
film demonstrates is _ that the 
common folk also suffered 
”greatly. 


THE RIVER 


 A fisherman is unable to sell 
fish，storeowners have to shut 
up shop and attend a skit that 
has nothing to do with their 
lives，a_ hero of the revolution is 
persecuted and left to die，3 
County leader forces a woman to 
marry against her wishes. 
TIhe river journey is a perfect 
metaphor for the troubled life of 
the old man who owns the raft， 
played realistically in a fine 
performance by veteran star Li 
Wei. There are flashbacks to his 
earlier romance that ended when 
his raft broke to pieces and he 
was left penniless. 
His life of ups and 6 has 
eft him .philosophical，but of 
two minds about his fellow men. 


Heithinks them "stupid" when he 


is on shore，but he wonders 
what they are doing" when he 
1S on the raft.

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Three Playwrights Collaborate 
In Bay Area Festival

When children plan Jan Ken 
Po，they have to _ choose their 
weapons -- SclSSOrS，paper，stone. 
Scissors wins Over paper，stone 
Over ScisSorSs，paper over Stone， 
When three .playwrights col- 
laborate on a three-act play， 
each writing one of the acts， 
they too must make their choice- 
S，but the results aren'?t nearly so 
clear cut， 

Suppose you have the plot- 
twistin8g talents of Ric Shiomi， 
(Yellow Fever")，the sharp- 
witted dialogue of David Henry 
Hewang ("FOB"),， and the lyricism 
of Philip Gotanda ("Song for a 
Nisei Fisherman"). In their 
collaboration "Jan Ken Po" 
given a staged reading at the 
Bay Area Playwrights Festival 
VIII in Marin on Aug. 3 and 4， 
the result was totalliy un- 
expected. 1 

But the unexpected is _ exactly 
the reason why such a festival is 
important. The staged reading 
allows playwrights the freedom 
to experiment，risk，and exercise 
their imaginations without fear 
0f box-office retaliation. 


RASHOMON-TYPE 


In "Jan 天 en Po"” these three 
playwrights have exercised their 
freedom to the fullest. They 
have taken a Rashomon-type 
concept (different perspectives 
Of one event) and pushed jit 
further -- different perspectives 
not of a Single event，but of the 
strained relations _ between two 
brothers and their girlfriend 
through time. 

The relationships are complex. 
The two brothers，one a lawyer， 
the other an artist，are neu- 
rotically competitive. The 
girlifriend they Share or try not 
to Share is confused. 

They may all be crazy，perhaps 
in 3a g00d way (like some guy 
sclling rocks for pets") or in a 
bad way (like "Some guy shoot- 
ing up a McDonald's -Rest- 
aurant"). - The audience is 
constantly thrown off balance. 
Who is telling the truth，who is 
crazy，what is real，who is the

.characters Victims? 


The strength and weakness of 
the play's concept comes from 
having three playwrights，each 
writing one act through the 
perspective of one character. 

The strength is that there are 
three very definite，very Strong 
perspectives presented.， The very 
nature of -the project is com- 
petitive in the Same way as the 
Jan Ken Po game，and the men- 
tal exercise involved in de- 
veloping a framework for such 
a play is compelling. 


WEAKNESS 
The weakness is that with 
three playwrights，the play is 


inevitably stretched in too many 
directions with inconsistencies， 
loose ends，and the arrested 
character development exposed. 
Much of the confusion stems 
from the _ challenge of making 
each character's perspective 
more than just a description of a 
Single event,， Rather， each 
playwright seeks to reveal the 
character's Own fears on what 
he or She thinks is happening in

The framework is intriguing.

While the idea is intellectually 
Stimulating， the time pro- 
gression Of the play (two years) 
is a difficult concept to pull off. 
IThe repeated words，phrases，oFr 
variations on pieces of business 
referred to in each act resonate 
recognition， but Since each 
charactetsaDcehnaiocnisRSO 
bizarre,， there is no recognizable 
development to speak of which 
makes the passage of time seem 
moot. 

The play could reverse and go 
backwards in time rather than 
forwards. Development of role 
reverSsals among the characters 
would be clearer if the jungle of 
eccentric behavior were cnut 
down. 

The cast of the staged reading， 
Kevin Han Yee as Victor，Wil- 
liam Ellis Hammond as Mark， 
June Mesina Onuellette as 
Christine， demonstrate re- 
markable versatility and -flex- 
ibility in pulling together 
different elements of their 
characters as drawn by three 
different playwrights. 

Director Shelly Souza，Sgiven 
the almost impossible task of 
trying to 8ive cohesion to three 
playwrights” works，did provide 
Strong -images 0f competition 
which shape the play and hold 
linterest. 


The originality of the_ concept， 
the challenge and complexity of

The playwrights have provided 
challenges for the actors，the 
director，the audience.

Congressional Hearing 
For Golden Pacific Bank 
Takes Aim at FDICL

WASHINGTON - In a Con- 
gresSional hearing on the 
financial irregularities Of NYs 
Golden Pacific Bank，held on 
AUEUStELE STONEeE OCR 
grcssional committee took aim at 
the two federal agencies em- 
powered to audit the bank (E/W 
71/17-7/31)， 

According to the committee， 
the two agencies -- the Federal 
Deposit _ Insurance Corporation 
(EDIC) and the Comptroller of 
the Currency -- might have been 
negligent in alliowing the 
emlaritiesR toOEONOnCAIT= 
detected for such a long time. 

Golden Pacific, -once the 
largest bank in NY owned by 
Chinese Americans，was taken 
over by the EDIC in June for 
insolvencyY Since then de= 
positors of some Of the bank'?s 
out-of-state branches have had 
difficulty in getting reimbursed 
by the FDIC，even though their 
deposits were insured. 

Edward Lau, a SF lawyer hired 
by out-of-state depositors to 
present their case to the FDIC， 
said that yellow certificates of 
deposit (CD'S)，with a 20 percent 
higher interest rate，wWere Dot 
legally insured，while the blue 
CD's were. 

However，bank officers in NY 
sometimes transferred blue CD 
accounts to an uninsured In- 
ternational Banking Fund (IBEFE) 
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and the Orient. 
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accounts without authorization， 
thus _ putting the depositors in 
the position of needing to PrOVe 
their ignorance in order to claim 
their funds. 

None of the Congressmen who 
attended the hearing were fromn 
the five states that have 3a 
branchsotan CotdienaRacuRNCE 
California has a branch in the 
LA area and one in San Mateo， 
Eauwsaidtratnodetlte 
conclusions were reached during 
theshearin5 DERtnat he fcelt 
confident the FEDIC would 
restore the funds of all blhuie CD 
holders who were innocent 
Darties. 

Regarding the yellow CD'S， 
Lau said，"My feeling is that 
they will probably cover those 
who can show by declaration， 
affidavit，and other evidence 
that they did not know that the 
accounts were Uninsured." 


FOREIGN DEPOSITORS 


In the LA branch，said Lau， 
"only about $0 percent of the 


people have claimed their 
money. Because a lot of the 
peopbple are from out of the 


country or out of the area，、 工 he 
EDIC has said that they don2t 
have to come over here to claim 
thelir deposits. The EDIC will 
accept a power of attorney -- 
either an original power of 
attorney :motarizedia by the 
American Institute in Taiwan Or 
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the American consulate 
where abroad.”

POINTING ITHE FINGER
